accustomed. One orthese 13 the word amnes- 
ty, contained in the President's late proclama- 
tion to repentant rebeU. 

The word literally signifies not remember. 
It is a kind of pardon which a ruler grants to 
the people, wherein he declares that he forgets 
and annuls all that is past, and promises not 
to make any further inquiry -into tb.9 same. 
Amnesia wes the name of aa anc:*t law of 
this kind passed by Thra?ybulus upon the ex- 
pulsion of the thirty tyrants out of Athens. 
Amnesties are usually practised upon recon- 
cili»tions of the sovereign with his people af- 
ter rebellions, general defections, etc. 

Amnesty is either general an( l unlimited, 
or particular and restrained, though most 
commonly universal, without conditions or 
exceptions — such as that which passed in Ger- 
many at the peace of Osnaburg, in the year 
1643. In a more limited sense it denotes a 
pardon granted by a prince to his rebellious 
subjects, usually with some exceptions, such 
as was granted by King Charles II. at his res- 
toration. Amnesty, also, in a military sense, 
signifies the pardon granted by a sovereign to 
deserters, on condition of their joining their 
regiments. 

Women and Street Cars. — A Cincinnati 
paper published an item the other day to the 
effect that the Editor heard a lady on a street 
car thank a gentleman who gave up his seat 
to her. A correspondent appears to doubt 
the statement. He says: "I have no desire 
to question yonr vcrscity, Mr. Editor, but did 
not your ears deceive you? The story you 
tell is incredible. I have rode on street cars 
daily — several times a day — ever since they 
were established in this city, yet never have 
I witnessed such an occurrence 29 you relate. 
I have been in crowded cars when men have 
left their scats to stand on the platform in the 
rain, that women might be comfortably seat- 
ed, fl Dd never did I hear the faintest syllable 
of thanks fall from their lips. They drop 
into the proffered seat as though it was a re- 
served throne for which they had no ono to 
thank, sometimes scowling at the man sitting 
beside them because he don't stand up and 
afford them still greater space in which to 
spread themselves. No, no, Mr. Editor, you 
was jokiDg, or else your cars have played 
you an antic trick.

We learn that, with very few 
exceptions, all who applied (or exemption 
were rebel sympathizers, many of whom

I am 
neither near sighted nor far sighted. I can 
hear well; I can hear the ring of a musket as 
well as the riog of a silver dollar. In short, I 
am sound in limb and wind. I am about 28 years 
old. I am a housekeeper and have a wife (a 
good Union woman), and no children living. 
I am a citizen of Madison county, Ky., from 
which you want 233 soldiers. Iam as brave 
S8 any man who is no braver than I am. One 
of my legs is bp long as the other, and both 
are long enough to run well. I am for the 
"last man and the last dollar," "nigger or no 
nigger," especially "the last man." If you 
have a good musket marked "U. S.," send It 
down, and I am ready to bear It in defence of 
the Union. I am no foreigner, and claim all 
the papers that entitle me "to eo in.

Kentucky: Gov. Bbamlette's Message. — 
The radicals affect to draw a lino between 
the loyal men of Kentucky, represented by 
Gov. Bramletto, and the great body of the 
conservatives, represented in Horatio Sey- 
mour or George B. McClellan. Thus the 
New York Tribune of Friday says that -'Gov. 
Bramlette's Message will considerably disap- 
point the Northern partisans of rebellion who 
have lately claimed him as an ally of the 
Feace Democracy." We have nothing to say 
as to the Northern partisans of rebellion. 
This expression of this Tribune is intended for 
the conservatives, and is characteristic of this 
calumnious sheet. Other radical journals, how- 
ever, are hailing the message of Gov. Bram- 
lette as being in accord with their views; 
and yet it is as strongly worded in favefr of 
State rights as it is in la -.-or of the Union. 

The Governor put3 the Union as of para- 
mount importance. He is, and rightly too, 
for it, first, last, and al rvays; bat he has not a 
stronger expression in it3 favor than tho mass 
of the Conservatives are dally uttering all 
over the country, or than President Lincoln 
has a hundred times professed to entertain. 
The Governor puts the preservation of this 
above everything else. He says: 

The Union is indispensable to us, and we 
are indispensable to the Union. We cannot, 
therefore, separate, but must preserve our uni- 
ty, which gives us our nationality. Neither 
the preservation nor tho destruction of slavery 
is essential to our State or national existence. 
The State and the nation can exist with or 
without slavery. The government waa not 
formed for the purpose of preserving Or de- 
stroying it, but to perpetuate to the latest 
time the blessings of free government to the 
Anglo-American. It is not, therefore, oppo- 
sition to slavery which constitutes the danger 
to free government, nor the advocacy of it. 
But the danger lies in the effort of those who 
would make the life of the government sub- 
ordinate to the status of the negro. It is as 
revolutionary and disloyal to subordinate the 
government to the question of his freedom as 
to the question of his enslavement. True loy- 
alty subordinates all these questions to the 
preservation of the government. 

This has the old Union ring, which, how- 
ever distasteful it may be to right lined de- 
scendants of the old secession school of New 
England, is in perfect accordance with the 
views of the Union of a Jefferson, a Malison, 
a Jackson, and a Washington. The utterer of 
these words had the support of that true p> 
triot and great statesman James Guthrie, and 
the Louisville Journal says the sentiment will 
meet with the cordial approval of the loyal 
men of Kentucky. And the doctrine will be 
looked upon as sound and in accordance with 
the constitution, save by those who play the 
Democrat by affecting to be more Democratic 
than the glorious national party ever was, or 
to be more conservative than conservatism. 
Our files *\ ill attest, for years, that we have 
held that the Federal Government has no 
right to establish or abolish slavery, and no 
right to make a distinction between the do- 
mestic institutions of one State and those of 
another; and, when it does this, it acts in sub- 
version of the ends for which it was established. 
This is the Union; and well does Gov. Bram- 
lctte say that "the truly loyal man is struggling 
to maintain a government — not to make one," 
italicized here as it is in the message 1 

But let us quote the whole paragraph where 
that sentence occurs. The Governor treats 
at length on slavery. He say3 that "the vicious 
ambition of the Southern men, and the big- 
oted fanaticism of men of the North, in giving 
nnd accepting a sectional quarrel about a 
local institution, have forced upon us tho 
most groundless, cruel, wicked, inexcusable 
warfare that ever afflicted any people of the 
earth; and that the slave had no more neces- 
sary connection with this rebellion than the 
horse or any other species of property." He 
goes on to draw thecharacterof these extrem- 
ists — North and South — and then says: 

Holding, as we do, that the people alone are 
sovereign, and that the Federal Government 
represents the united sovereignty of the people 
for national purposes, and that the State Gov- 
ernment represents their sovereignty within 
the limits of the State and for local purposes, 
we feel the more keenly the wrong inflicted 
upon us by those denying the foundation the- 
ory of our government, and who make war 
upon its perpetuity — the one asserting the su- 
premacy of State rights, tho other ignoring 
the rights of tho people within State limits. 
By the fiat of the sovereign people, the Na- 
tional Government exists; by the same fiat 
State Governments exist,and each is limited to 
its own sphere of action. Southern ambition 
strikes at the national sovereignty of the peo- 
ple, and Northern fanaticism at the sover- 
eignty which, by national fiat, is reserved to 
them within the States. Each would form a 
new and different government. The truly 
loyal man is struggling to maintain a govern- 
ment, not to make one. The government we 
have is better than any which has ever pre- 
ceded it, and superior to any suggested by 
revolutionists. The secessionist who would 
destroy the government by force, and 
the fanatic who would destroy by 
innovation, are alike the enemies of 
our Government. The soldier who bare3 his 
bosom to the storm of war, doe3 so under the 
couviction that he fights to maintain the Gov- 
ernment which blfssed his fathers and sheltered 
his youth. The rebel fights to break up the 
Government. The purpose of the fanatic is 
the stmc as the nbel— to make a new, a dif- 
ferent government than the one for which our 
fathers toiled and bled, and to maintain which 
our own brave sons now offer up their lives a 
willing and glorious sacrifice. Each is the 
common enemy of those who adhore to the 
Constitutional Union, formed by the wise men 
cf the revolution. 

This must be refreshing reading to the rad- 
icals of the New York Tribune stripe! They 
are ckssed with the secessionists as the de- 
stroyers of the Government — the rebels doing 
it by force, and the radicals by innovation! 
We cannot understand how a Kentucky 
Unionist of the type of Gov. Bramlette can go 
into a radical caucus end support radical 
nominations in Congress; support the very 
men for office whose schemes tend to destroy 
the Constitutional Union of the Fathers. 

The Governor deals with the question of 
race very differently from the radical sehool. 
His words all through are fair and sound. 
"We confess," he says, "a stronger affection 
for the white man than for the black, and be- 
lieve this Government was made forthe white 
man ; that he ought to maintain and defend it. 
And we further believe that the-large amounts 
expended to feed and support 'contrabands' 
would be much more judiciously and charita- 
bly expended in supporting the suffering 
widows and orphans left by our brave and 
gallant volunteers who have fallen in camp 
and field." Is this after the fashion of 
Northern radicalism? If it finds comfort in 
this message it must be of strange materiil. 

But acts, not words, are to try men in this 
great hour. The acts of some of the Repre- 
sentatives of the Border States in Congress 
are but a painful mockery of their professed 
devotion to the Constitutional Union of the 
Fathers.

There 
wes never before a time in Rochester when the 
street- walkers were bo numerous as at present, 
and there rre many of them of the younger 
cless, little more than children. The liberal 
e xpenditure of bounty money has something 
to do with this state of things, no doubt, here 
aLd elsewhere. If the war continues much 
longer, our people will be so tboroughly de- 
bauched that there will be little worth saving 
in the cation. 

The particular evil to which we have re- 
fened must be apparent to our citizens, and it 
is strange that some steps are not taken to 
check its growth. What these measures should 
be, let those who assume to be the guardians 
Of virtue and morality say.— Rochester Union.

She brings an account of the interna- 
tional fight between Heenan and King, which 
took place on the morning of the 10th, at 
Trowbridge. King won in 25 rjuad3 — the 
fight having lasted al minute?. 

The London Times says but little science 
was displayed on either side. Heenan's game 
throughout seemed to be to close and put the 
hug-on so as to crush his antagonist at once 
by dashing him violently to the ground.

Washington, Dec. 22. 

A special to the Tribune says that a para- 
graph, ostensibly telegraphed from Fortress 
Slonroe, purporting to give extracts from 
Richmond papers of the 19th with regard to 
disabling the Ironsides and two of the Moni- 
tors, never came over the wires from Fortress 
Monroe, nor has any Richmond papers of the 
19th been received there. So General Butler 
telegraphed to-night, adding that he believed 
the whole story to bo a canard. The Cincin- 
nati and Philadelphia telegrams about Long- 
street are also pronounced here to be untrue. 

The House Committtes on Ways and Means 
to-day finished the naval appropriation bill.

Tbc veteran regiments in the Army of the 
Potomac are to receive their bounty money 
immediately. The fint in3tallment will 
amount to about $250 per man. The num- 
ber of men from the Army of the Potomac 
re-enlisted for the war is over ten thousand. 

The sentiment of the Senate respecting the 
$300 exemption is wholly changed. They 
will strike out the exemption clause, and not 
insert any amount in it. The feeling is gen- 
eral that the army must be filled up and the 
nar vigorously prosecuted to an end. 

Senator Wilson will soon introduce a bill 
providing for the enlistment of soldiers in the 
rebellious States. ** 

Persons so enlisting to enter any regiment 
now in the field from the loyal States they 
may select. The desire is to get them into 
veteran regiments and at some time to enlarge 
tbe field, from which the loyal States can draw 
troops.

The cavalry under Gen. Shackelford yes- 
terday drove the rear guard of the enemy 
four miles beyond Bean's Station toward Rog- 
ersville. General Parke's headquarters are at 
Rutledge, and tho 9th and 23J corps are en- 
camped on this side of the town. A regiment 
of rebel cavalry left Bean's Station yesterday 
morning toward Morristown, probably with 
a view to protecting the crossing of their 
wagon train, which is reported to be same 
where on the other side of the river. The 
main force of Longstreet's army is believed 
to be at and beyond Rogersville, moving to 
Virginia via Bristol and Abingdon. General 
Burnside's whole army, that was three weeks 
besieged at Knoxville, is now in pursuit of 
Longstreet, strengthened by the cavalry di- 
vision of Col. Foster from Tazewell, which 
yesterday fcrmed a junction with Gen. Shack- 
elford at Bean's Station. 

Major-General Gordon Granger with his 
command is at Knoxville, where he arrived 
on the night we marched out of our tranches 
and commenced the chose of the retreating 
rebels. 

It is impossible to conjecture what Long- 
street's plans arc. Most probably he has none. 
His army is de-moralized greatly aad deserters 
and stragglers are daily being brought in and 
sent to the rear in large numbers. The rebel 
citizens are sadly chagrined and disappointed 
in tbe failure of Longstreet to annihilate or 
drive tbe Yankeee froni East Tennessee; how, 
then, must the rebel soldiers feel, after march- 
ing many hundred miles through a desolate 
country and over rugged mountain road3, 
confidently expecting to "take in and do 
fcr" tbe handfull of "Yanks" an Knoxville, 
which should be tbcrewardfor their laborious 
marches and privations? Verily, the heartj 
of the retreating rebels roust be heavier than 
their haversacks. In haste, KISE.

LAWS OF THE UNITED STATES, 
Pasted at the First Session of the Thirty- 
eighth Congress. 
[Public Resolution — No. 1.] 
Joint Resolution of thanks to Major-General 
Ulysses S. Grant, and the officers and sol- 
diers who have fought under his command 
during this rebellion; and providing that 
the President of tho United States shall 
cause a medal to be struck, to be presented 
to Mojor-General Grant in the name of the 
People of the United States of America. 
Be it resolved by the Senate and Souse of 
Representatives of the United States of Ameri- 
ca in Congress Assembled, That the thanks of 
Congress be and they hereby are presented to 
Major-General Ulisses S. Grant, and through 
him to tbe officers and soldiers who hare 
fought under bis command during this rebel- 
lion, for their gallantry and good conduct in 
the battles in which they have been engaged; 
and that tbe President of the United States 
be requested to cause a gold medal to be 
s:ruck, with suitable emblems, devices, and 
inscriptions, to be presented to Major-Gener- 
al Grant. 

Sec. 2. And be it further resolved. That, 
when tl c said medal shall have been struck, 
Ihe President shall cause a copy of thi3 joint 
resolution to be engrossed on parchment, and 
shall transmit the same, together with the 
said medal, to Major-General Grant, to be 
presented to him in tbe name of the people cf 
the United Stales of America. 

Pec. 3. And be it further resolved, That a 
sufficient sum of money to carry this resolu- 
tion into effect is hereby appropriated out of 
e.ny money in the Treasury not otherwise ap- 
propriated.

It now 
appears that they were hanged without previ- 
ous notice or even a semblance of a trial, in 
obedience to a secret order from the rebel Sec- 
retary cf War. A few days afterwards the 
otber prisoners also disappearea mysteriously, 
and there is little doubt that they also wt.ro 
secretly murdered by an order of the Rich- 
mond authorities. The colored troop3 cap: ar- 
ed on other battls-fie'ds appear to have been 
brutally treated, and none of them have br.-a 
exchanged. 

ESy-A gentleman riding on tha cars from 
New York, on Tuesday week, had a seat be- 
side an Irish woman, whose appearance 
showed her to have been drinking too freely, 
nc was discussing the capture of the Chesa- 
peake with another gentleman, when the wo- 
man scornfully interrupted, "That isn't all, 
neither.

vice, says they cannot bo discharged wh?n 
their terms expire, but ought to have the priv- 
ilege of choosing their company in the sime 
branch of the service in which they cow are. 

The Tobacco Crop. — According to ihe re- 
port of the Agricultural Department of the 
Patent Offic« for December, the tobac:o crop 
of 1803 is 253,442,843 pounds, against 203,- 
807,078 pounds in 1862, a difference of 44,- 
035,705 pounds in favor of the year 1803, not- 
withstanding the heavy frosts and general un- 
favorablcness of the past season as campared 
with the season of 18i'.2. 

A curious and interesting discovery 
hes recently been made in California, of a 
pyramid very similar in construction to the 
Egyptian pyramids, only very much smaller.

ThrCoxucct of the War. — The Report of 
General Halleck of the military operations of 
the past year is used by the Army and Navy 
Journal to elucidate the question : With whom 
rests the ultimate responsibility for the direc- 
tion of our military affairs? Or ra'.htr, pri- 
marily: Who has been exercising tha supreme 
direction of military affaire; and how fur is 
he to be credited with successes and held ao- 
countable for failures in the fielu? No sub- 
ject, the Journal premises, has been surrounded 
with more mystery and obscurity than this. 
The public, eager to find a scapegoat on which 
to place the burden cf every di3i3ter, has, by 
turns and as caprice dictated, ascribed the re- 
sponsibility of failures and the credit of suc- 
cesses to the President, to General Halleck, to 
the Secretary of War, and to the Generals in 
tbe field. 1 o no purpose has it been known 
that the President as, by his office, Com- 
mander-in-Ohisf of the land and naval forces 
of tbe United States, is theoretically the su- 
preme head; that the General-in-Chief i3 
merely an advisor, and the Secretary of War 
properly but the Chef de F Intendance de 
l armee; we say it is to little purpose that the 
theory of the military hierarchy bas estab- 
lished the functions and responsibilities of our 
official authorities, when it has been more 
than suspected that practically there has besn 
little cr no unity of authority, and that each 
of the officials named bas by turns directed 
tbe military coun3el3. The report of General 
Halleck confirms this suspicion. It shows 
that sometimes the supreme guidance of mili- 
tary operations ha3 been exerciseid by the 
President, sometimes by General Halleck, 
sometimes by Secretary Stanton, aad some- 
times by the General in the fisld. 

The very first military operation entered into 
by Gen. Halleck in his report offord3 an ex- 
ample of how the President indicated for a 
commander of the Army of the Potomac a 
plan of campaign, which was approved by 
GeD. Halleck and Secretary Stanton — how 
this commander, instead of following this 
plan, proposed one of his own — how this plan 
of the commander was disapproved by Gen. 
Halleck, and "assented to" (not approved of) 
by the President; and bow, finally, this com- 
mander, in the practical execution of the 
campaign, followed neither his own plan, 
which was assented to (not approved oO by 
the President and disapproved by Gen. Hal- 
leck, nor the President's plan, which was ap- 
proved of by Gen. Halleok and Secretary 
Stanton, but a new plan of this commander s 
own devising, which wa3 neither approved of 
nor assented to by anybody. This extraordi- 
nary series of military transactions is that of 
Gen. Burnside in his conduct of the advance 
of tbe Army of the Potomac. 

Tbe next campaign discussed by General 
Halleck affords an example of military man- 
agement of a different form, and yet not U33 
strange in substance than the preceding— the 
example of a series of operations whereof the 
General-in-Chief had no information while 
they were under discussion, and no supervis- 
ion while they were in execution; but which 
were reported directly to the President, be- 
tween whom and the general commanding 
they were nil planned and executod. The op- 
erations referred to are those of Gensr'al 
Hooker, duriDg the time he retained com- 
mand of the Army of the Potomac. Of this 
period of the history of that haple33 army, 
General Halleck makes the following astound- 
ing declaration : "It is also proper to remark 
in this place that from the time be was placed 
in command of the Army of the Potomac till 
he reached Fairfax Station, on the 10th of 
June, a few days before be was relieved from 
the command. General Hooker reported di- 
rectly to the President, aBd received instruc- 
tions directly from him. I received no offi- 
cial information of his plans or of their exe- 
cution." 

The series of operations that took placs du- 
ring this interval consists of the battle of 
Charfcellorsville and tho retrograde movement 
to oppose the advance of Leo into Maryland 
and Pennsylvania. That General Halleck at 
least is in no manner responsible forthe dis- 
aster at Chancellor villc should be clear enough 
from his explicit declaration. Who is to blame 
is not eo evident. 

We now come to the operations of General 
Grant in tbe reduction of Vicksburg, and 
though there is no portion of our military his- 
tory, touching which it would be so interest- 
ing to know .to what inspiring brain we are 
indebted forthe conception of that splendid 
achievement, thi3 is, unfortunately, just the 
point touching which the report of the Gen- 
eral-in-Chief leaves us in the greatest doubt. 
"No more brilliant exploit," a3 he justly le- 
rrerks, "can be found in military history." 
The only statement by General Halleck on 
this subject is iu the following term3: "It has 
been alleged, and the allegation has been 
w idely circulated by the press, that General 
Grant, in the conduct of his campaign, posi- 
tively disobeyed the instructions of his supe- 
riors. It is hardly neces3ary to remark that 
General Grant never disobeyed an order or 
instruction, but always carried out to the best 
of hie ability every wish or suggestion made 
to him by tbe Government." 

Now, while fully appreciating the gensro3i- 
ty of the General. in-Chief in his readiness to 
shield General Grant from any imputation of 
this kind, we are constrained to say that hav- 
ing, as journalists, followed the whole course 
of tbe public presa in regard to the career of 
that commander, we have no recollection of 
his ever having been charged with disobedi- 
ence cf orders. But while Gen. Grant is Utoi 
exculpated from the imputation of having 
disobeyed orders, it is not so clear what orders 
be obeyed. General Halleck states that, witn 
the view of opening the Mississippi river in 
conjunction with the army of Gen. Banks, 
"Gen. Grant was instructed to drive the ene- 
my in the interior as far scuth as possible and 
destroy (heir railroad communications; then 
fall back to Memphis and embark his availa- 
ble force on transports, and, with the assist- 
ance of the fleet of Admiral Porter, reduce 
Vicksburg." Having failed in the plan aj 
thus "instructed," he seems to have been left 
wholly to hie own devices. Having tried the 
conn! plan, and this also failing, "he deter- 
mined," says Gen. Halleck, "to move hisarmy 
by land down the west bank of the river, 
some seventy miles, while transports for cross- 
ing should run past the enemy's batteries 
at Vicksburg." We emphasize these words, 
because they give form to the boldest military 
conception of the war — one of those audaci- 
ties of genius which, like Macdonald's cross- 
ing of tbe Spingen, transcend all the rules of 
military art. And it wasAii "determination." 
What General Halleck thought of it he does 
not inform us. How Secretary Stanton re- 
garded it we know not. Bat how the Presi- 
dent looked upon it we do know, as he has 
put his opinion of this move on record in a 
letter to General Grant. "When you got he- 
low," wrote Mr. Lincoln, "and took Port 
Gibson, Grand Gulf, and vicinity, I thought 
you should go down the river and join B.inxs; 
and when you turned northward east of the 
Big Black, I thought it was a mistake. I 
now wish to make the per3oaal acknowledg 
ment that you were right and I was wrong." 
This is a frank confession, and does credit to 
the thorough intellectual honesty of the Pres- 
ident. And in regard to the planning of this 
pr- rid move, we think it is fair ta infer from 
the silence of General Halleck that tbe au- 
thor of the conception is tbe same bold and 
energttic mind that directed its execution. 

Finally we come to the most obscure and 
involved of all the questions discussed in the 
repoitof General Halleck: we mean tbe oper- 
ations of General Rosecrans. That General 
Heilec k ordered the advance of General Rose- 
crans from M ui frees boro, and reiterated th;3 
order over and over again, during the spring 
months of tbe present year, is not a point 
which bas ever been in dispute, and it is 
definitely settled by the explicit statement of 
the Geaer»!-in-Chief himself. "I urged upon 
General Rosecrans," says he, "to take ad- 
Vf.nt8ge of this opportunity to carry "out his 
long projected movement." That General, 
however, did not at the time feel himself 
ready to advance, and when, at the end of 
June, be finaily determined to begin the for- 
ward movement, "he wa3 permitted to select 
without restriction his own line of oper- 
ations by which to reach the Chatta- 
nooga" This settles the point, therefore, 
that the flunking movement) by which 
the aimy of Bragg wa3 forced from 
the two strongest fortified positions on the 
continent — the lines of Shelby villo aad Tulla- 
homa — were Rcsccrans's own conception. It 
also appears that bis subsequent movements, 
Chattanooga-wards, were made wholly on hla 
own lesponsibility — the only ordera ho had 
being to advance. Finally, iu the midst of his 
delicate and complicated manoeuvres in the 
most difficult of all regions for military op- 
erations, he received an order from Washing- 
ton. As it relates to a point of marked im- 
portance, we shall cite Gen. Halleck's own 
fongnage: "Fearing,'- says he, "that General 
Rtsecrans's army might be drawn too far into 
the mountains of Georgia, where it could not 
be supplied and might be attacked before re- 
inforcements could reach it from Burnside, I 
sent him on the Ilth the following telegram:" 
Headquarters of ths Army, ) 
Washinctos, D.C., Sept. 11,1803. J 

Gen. Burnside telegraphs from Cumberland 
Gap that he ho!d3 all East Tennessee above 
Loudon, and also the gaps of the North Caro- 
lina Mountains. A cavalry force is moving to- 
wards Athens to connect with you. After 
holding the mountain passes on the west side 
of Dalton or some other paint on the railroad 
to prevent return of Bragg's army. It will bs 
decided whethe r your army shall m07e fur- 
ther south into Georgia and Alabama. 

It is retorted here 1 y de:eiters that a partof 
Bragg's army is reintorcicg Lee. It is im- 
portant that the truth of this should be asccr- 
t -.ined as early as possible.

ture as well as the value of orders emanating 
from a headquarters a thousand miles away 
from the theatre of war. One can conceive 
the immense value to Gen. Rosecrans, of the 
information that, "after holding the mountain 
passes on the west of Dalton, or some 
other point on the railroad," it would b3 de- 
cided whether his army would bo allowed to 
advance into Georgia, in the midst of complex 
manoeuvres, and on the eve of a great battle 
which was to decide Gen. Rosecraas's ability 
to hold any "pass" or "point" whatever, and 
in which he had to meet an enemy not de- 
pleted "to reinforce Lee," a3 Gen. Halleck 
tells him from Washington, bat intact and 
strengthened by the strongest corps from the 
rebel army in Virginia. 

As the result, therefore, of a review of the 
military operations of the past year, from the 
point of view from which these observations 
are made — we find tbatthere has been no uni- 
ty in the rucreme control— that movements 
have sometimes been directed by tbe Presi- 
dent, with or without the approval of his rail- 
itnry counsellors, sometimes by one or the 
other of his military counsellors, without the 
approval of tbc President, and sometimes by 
tbe general in the field without the approval 
of any one. Eut while the report of General 
Halleck leaves the qucstionof military respon- 
sibility in great doubt in the case of operations 
which bave been unsuccessful, it yet shows 
that every great success h«s been aehieve i by 
commanders who were allowed, unembar- 
rassed, to carry out the plans they had them- 
selves conceived. We are far from meaning to 
reflect discredit on the heads of military affairs 
when we 6ay this.for it could not in the nature 
of things be otherw ise. Military history is re- 
plete with proof that the practical conductof a 
campaign must necessarily be left to the com- 
mander in the field. If heisnnfit to be en- 
trusted with this, he is unfit to bo entrusted 
with the command at all. The functions of 
the central military bead should be confined to 
the general ordering of military affairs — to the 
regulation of the policy of the war, the indi- 
cation of the military objectives and tho grand 
lines of operations, and such a distribution and 
marshalling of the fortes as will best attain the 
end sought. If we read Gen. Halleck's report 
aright, the Washington authorities have never 
gone beyond these, their legitimate functions, 
without entailing disaster on the country. 
But until we have fuller revelations touching 
this matter than tbc General-in-Chief has seen 
fit yet to make public, it will be next to im- 
possible justly to distribute either praise or 
blame in any tpecifie case.

It ii directed by General Orders No. 376, current se- 
ri»s, from the War Department, that re-enlisted vol- 
unteers returned to their StaKs, shall roport, through 
the Governor, to the Superintendent of tho volunteer 
recruiting service. When officers and men so report, 
tt e respective Governors and ISuperiutendenti should 
itrrnrge to place such as can be profitably employoJ on 
recruiting service, on that duty : the others to be fur- 
loughtd lor the timo authorized by General Orders No. 
376. V hen furloughs are granted, they must be signed 
by the Superintendent, who will direct that at the ex* 
plialicnof the time granted, the parties furluughed 
shall report at a stated rendezvous, else be> consider- 
ed deserters. 

Superintendents will arrange, under exLting regu- 
lations, fcr the tmnaportaiiuu and subsistence ui those 
placed on duly. 

Upon the ascetnblipg of the veteran volunteers at 
the rendezvous, after tho expiration of the furloughs, 
Superintendent* will report the resp^tive commands 
(regiments, companies, or detachment*) to th^ Adju- 
tant General of tho army for orders. The reports will 
give the s:rengtfa of th" command, the number of re- 
cruits for it obtained during the furlough, to be stated 
separately. 

In returning tho volunteers to the field th9 Superin- 
tendents will arrange with the t^uartpr master f s De- 
partment for the necessary transportation. 

Sopeiinteudcnts will confer with the Governors, and 
arrai.ge with them as to tho points of tondu/.vous for 
the vuluuteers horein referred to. The rendezvous 
must bo at points when there are already public bar- 
racks or quarters; and if the accommadati mi are not 
sufficient for the number to rendezvous thereat, the 
Quartermaster's Department, on tho requisition of 
tbe Superintendent, will supply the deficiency. 

At tho respective rendezvous the Subsistence De- 
partment will be charged with the subsistence of the 
tro;pB. The Superintendents will advise the Subsist- 
ence repartment of the numbsr of troops that v«ill 
have to bo supplied.

The meaning of all this 
is that the nearer England adheres to that 
"practical impartiality which alone deserves 
the name of neutrality " the further is it from 
pleasing the rebels. As long as Palmerston 
and Russell professed neutrality but allowed 
the Alabamas and Floridas to be fitted out in 
the shipyards of the Mersey, so long was Great 
Britain the friend of the rebellion in the 
opinion of the rebel President, but when they 
fell back upon the honest interpretation of the 
law of nations and their own statute laws, 
the heart of Jeff Davis waieth wroth, and, 
forgetting all the favors heretofore rendered, 
lie clamors for others which have been 
gravely decided to be inadmissible. We may 
therefore conclude that the rebel Confederacy 
has sundered the entente cordiale which here- 
tofore eiisted with England, and it is done 
with a peculiar flourish. Jeff Davis will have 
none of the friendship of Europe for the same 
reason that Jack would not eat his supper. 
The jeremiads of the rebel President derive an 
additional intensity of bitterness when we 
compare this part of his message with the cor- 
responding part of the message which Presi- 
dent Lincoln has just sent to the Congress of 
the United States, in which it is stated that 
there is not a single speck to dim the bright 
horizon of our foreign relations; that we are 
at peace with all the world; and that, despite 
the extremely delicate nature of the vexed in- 
ternational questions, they have recently been 
discussed and settled "in a spirit of frankness, 
justice, and mutual good will.'' When we 
reflect that the only difficulty which has im- 
peded the path of our diplomacy has sprung 
from the rebellion, it is more than gratifying 
to know that it has been removed, and it is 
also a source of genuine pride to contemplate 
•what will be the influence of our national 
name and character among the nations of the 
world when that rebellion has been crushed 
and our government has resumed its former 
position and regained its unbroken strength. 



Ti.. Fair fob the Poor. — The poor of our 
city have abundant reason to be thankful for 
tho disinterested and valuable services of those 
ladies who became the almoners of our city's 
charity through the agency of the late fair. 
The whole amount realized was $7,030, which 
turn will be placed in the hands of Mayor 
Kaye, to be distributed under the direction of 
the Ward Committees, in connection with 
some ladies who have volunteered to lend their 
aid. We hope the money will be judiciously 
allotted among the most needy of our suffer- 
ing poor, without regard to their religion or 
their politics. There is always danger of al- 
lowing prejudices to warp the judgment in 
the distribution of such funds, but this fair 
was held for the poor of the city generally, 
and no exceptional distribution would be tol- 
erated by the community, while the very at- 
tempt would be execrated by every good citi- 
zen. The ladies engaged in it in the true 
catholic spirit of charity, and in that same 
spirit it must be carried out. 

We shall not undertake to speak individually 
of any of the noble women who devoted them- 
selves to this labor of love, for every daughter 
of our city acted from the most humane im- 
pulses, and the best reward of all will be found 
in their own approving consciences. We can- 
not, however, refrain from expressing the 
thanks of the lady managers to Mrs. Morris 
Brown for a Wheeler & Wilson'3 Sewing Ma- 
chine; to Grover & Baker for one of their 
world-celebrated instruments, and to Mr. A. 
J. Hirschbuhl for the very beautiful picture 
which he presented to the Fair. The result, 
in a pecuniary point of view, when we con- 
eider that for nearly three years there have 
been so many calls upon the sympathies and 
charities of our city, is most creditable, and 
far exceeds the most sanguine expectations of 

its projectors.

"The revenue from stamp duties might 
be largely increased if their use were more 
popularized, for it is a well ascertained fact 
that in many portions of the loyal States the 
people have no means of obtaining them, un- 
less they subject themselves to inconvenience 
by travelling to find the revenue oiEce, or to 
delay by writing fjr them. Revenue stamps 
lbouiil be as pic-ulj sad as accessible as those 
of the postal department, that they may be 
used whenever required. If it is difficult to 
obtain them, many documents will change 
hands, relying upon the good faith of the par- 
ties thereto, and independent of the validity 
which a stamp legally imparts to them. The 
plan which has heretofore been pursued, and 
is still in force, is to allow the Collectors of 
Internal Revenue, by giving bond in five 
thousand dollars, to purchase a like amount of 
the stamps at five per cent discount. This 
adds very materially to the profits of the col- 
lectorship; but we are cognizant of the fact 
that our immediate collector and others 
throughout the country have again and again 
represented to the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue at Washington that the plan does 
cot work well, and ought to be changed for 
the benefit of the public and of the rev- 
enue. There have been several correc- 
tives suggested, but it appears to us that the 
moBt simple would be the best, and this is to 
permit any one to purchase twenty-five dol- 
lars' worth of tho stamps at the five per cent, 
•discount. Should this be done, every cross- 
road store would have a supply for the use of 
its neighborhood, and the stampB, being read- 
Ut accessible, would be universally attached 
to all writings, as required by law. This 
plan would have the additional effect of in- 
ducing the enforcement of the revenue law, 
for every purchaser of the stamps would, 
from self-interest, inform against those who 
violated it, though we are convinced that its 
Tiolation heretcfore has been the result of ne- 
cessity and not from any desire to evade the 
taxation necessary to support the unusual ex 
penses of the government. As the report of 
the Secretary of the Treasury acknowledges 
an unexpected deficiency in this revenue, it is 
of vital importance that erery possible means 
to increase it ehould be adopted without de- 
lay. 

The Coal Scpplt. — It is understood that 
as soon as the city had purchased some 200,000 
bushels of coal from the regular dealers here, 
at 34 cents per bushel, these dealers put down 
the price of their own stocks to 32 cents. We 
6hall not judge of the motives for such con- 
duct, but our citizens must remember that the 
danger of a short supply has not yet passed. 
Should the present cold weather continue, the 
upper rivers may be frozen over and all com- 
munication with the Pennsylvania mines cnt 
off before we can receive as much coal as 
will put prices down to regular rates. Under 
these circumstances, it is a matter for consid- 
eration whether it would be advisable to pur- 
chase of the dealers at 32 cents and keep the 
city stock in case of a more urgent necessity, 
or to buy direct from the city so that our mu- 
nicipal treasury may sustain no loss. We 
should like to have the opinion of some disin- 
terested persons on these very serious ques- 
tions. - -

Housekeepers 
will therefore do well to provide themsslves 
with sufficient on Thursday to do until Mon- 
day. 

SST" A committee of the Legislature, con- 
sisting of Messrs. Delph, Marshall, Hamilton, 
Irvine, DeHavcn, Thompson, and Wood, ap- 
pointed to inquire into alleged trade restric- 
tions imposed on our State by the General 
Government, had a meeting yesterday after- 
noon, at the Common Council Chamber, to 
originato their business. A committee of the 
Louisville Board of Trade was present to 
confer with the legislative committee, and 
also several of our prominent business men. 
The Hon. Robert Mallory, who ha3 just re- 
turned from Washington, was also in attend- 
ance. After a free exchange of opinions, the 
conference was adjourned until the evening, 
when Mr. Wheat, the Secretary of the Board 
of Trade, read a number of reports, setting 
forth the business grievances of Kentucky. 
Mr. Arthur Peter and other gentlemen 
made statements of great interest. The 
effect of these revelations must have 
been to convince the gentlemen of the 
legislature, that, while the business men of 
Louisville have suffered most materially from 
the too stringent interpretation placed upon 
the Treasury regulations by the Custom- 
house officials here, still the nature of these 
restrictions are of a character which does not 
fall within the purview of the State Legis- 
lature, while their removal must depend en- 
tirely upon the exertions of the merchants of 
our city, who have heretofore been so active 
through their Board of Trade. 

The committee adjourned to meet in Frank- 
fort on the 11th of January. 

City Council. — The Mayor sent his mes- 
sage to the General Council last night, trans- 
mitting contracts with Charles Miller & Co. 
and I . L. Hyatt, to supply citizens with 200,- 
000 bushels of coal at J I cents per bushel, the 
contract to be filled by the 1st of April, 1864. 
An ordinance, which did not come before 
the Co mmo n Council, but which passed the 
Boaj^WrAldermen, requires the Commission- 
of the Sinking Fund to supply citizons 
with such coal at the rate of 25 cents per 
buBhel. 

The Mayor submitted the nominations of 
Jacob Cann, J. S. Johnston, and John 
Barnel as supernumerary policemen, which 
nomigations_were cQiiirnjed. 

"The Conncil adjourned, to meet on the 6th 
of January, 1864. 

Items. — A man named Rawlings, supposed 
to be a Major in the rebel army, was arrest- 
ed in the city yesterday and consigned tcrthe 
military prison. 

A gang of horse thieves infest the neighbor- 
hood of Danville. Three valuable horses were 
stolen at that place a few nights since. 

Three negroes were arrested yesterday near 
the fair grounds for having government arms 
in their possession and inciting other negroes 
to insurrection. They were confined in the 
Military Prison, and will be examined in the 
course of a few days. 

Another of John Morgan's followers was 
arrested yesterday and confined in the Mili- 
tary Prison. Several members of Morgan's 
old command have been picked up in this city 
within tne past week. 

The 66th Ohio regiment was paid off in this 
city yesterday. The entire regiment has re- 
enlisted. The boys were circulating their 
money pretty freely yest«ri»y, and a number 
of them were arrested by the patrol guard and 
taken to the barracks. 

For several nights past the city has been 
kept alive by a promiscuous crowd, who have 
already entered upon their holiday..festivities. 

The coal question is the all-absorbing topic 
of conversation at the present time. The 
prospect (or a supply at low prices is very 
flattering. It is quite evident that our coal 
dealers will ' go up" if they don't "come 
down." "Koal is King." 

Sixteen diserters were sent to their regi- 
ments in irons from this place yesterday. 

Fifty-two recruits were received from 
Springfield, 111., and eighteen from Columbus, 
Ohio, yesterday. Forty recruits from differ- 
ent parts were also received and forwarded. 

Two hundred and thirty convalescents 
were forwarded to their regiments from this 
point yestorday. 

Patrick Mangan was arrested yesterday for 
indulging in rebel exclamations. He was 
Tociferously hurrahing for Jeff Davis, when 
he was met by one of Uncle Sam's patrol, 
who tapped him on the shoulder, at the same 
time marching him for the Military Prison. 

Mrs. Fetter and Mrs. Floyd, who harpauble 
at the Ladies' Fair, netted the handsome sum 
of nine hundred and ninety-three dollars. 
Well done, ladies. 

re understand that the planters and deal- 
ers-Slorjg the river hence to Henderson, are 
actively engaged in preparing their tobacco 
lor shipment. The yield of the last crop was 
much larger, and the tobacco of a much bet- 
ter qualitv, than was anticipated. The to- 
bacco market is quite active, and prices are 
advancing. 

One hundred and ninety-six rebel prisoners 
have arrived from Nashville since Sunday. 

A little boy was stopped by a soldier last 
night on the corner of Twelfth and Grayson 
streets, and, being frightened, ran off, when 
the inhuman wretch deliberately shot at him 
with a pistol, the ball passing in close prox- 
imity to bis head..

XXXYIIITH CONGRESS-FIRST SE-iSIOX. 

Washington, Dec. 23. 

SENATE. 

Mr. Wf.de introduuttl a bill ia relation to 
members of Congress acting as attorney?, 
counsellors, or agents, in cases in which the 
Government is the defendant. Referred to 
the Committee on Judiciary. 

Mr. Wilson offered the following resolution, 
which was agreed lo: 

Resolved, That the Secretary of War be di- 
rected to inform the Senate whether persons 
held to service or labor by the laws of Data- 
ware, Maryland, Western Virginii, Kentucky, 
and Missouri, have been enrolled according to 
tho provisions of the act for callimg out the 
national forces, and for other purposes, ap- 
proved March 3d, 1863, and, if not, why such 
enrolment has not been made. 

Mr. Trumbull's resolution inquiring for the 
names of the Mojor and Brigadier-Generals 
with and without commands larger than a 
brigade, the extent of theirseveral s'.afTj, with 
the rank and pay of each member, and the 
amount of rations of each, kc, was taken up 
and adopted. 

After an executive session, the Sanate ad- 
journed. 

HOUSE. 

The Speaker appointed the following gen- 
tlemen as a select committee on the national 
bankrupt bill: Messrs. Spiuldiag and Kelly, 
of Pennsylvania, Cravens, of Indiana, Hoover, 
of Massachusetts, Frank, of New York, Mor- 
riron, of Illinois, Thomas, of Maryland, Jenks, 
of Rbcde Island, and Chandler, of New York. 

The Speaker laid before the House a com- 
munication from the Secretary of War, in 
compliance with Mr. Cox's rcsolation, trans- 
mitting the report of Gen. McClellan concern- 
ing the organization and operations of the 
Army of the I'otomac while cammandcr-in- 
cbief; 

Mr. Cox offered a resolution that 10,000 ex- 
tra copies be printed. Referred to tha Com- 
mittee on Printing. 

Mr. Fenton, from the Committee on Military 
Affairs, reported a bill to facilitate tho pay- 
ment of bounties and arrears of pay due for 
services of wounded and deceased soldiers. 
Referred. '^'j 

Mr. Schenck, from the Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs, reported a bill to create a bureau 
of military justice. Also a bill to repeal part 
of the enrolment act, the sole effect of the bill 
being to unite the two classes into one, to take 
effect on and after its passage. 

Fernando Wood sail the enrolment a:t was 
full of defects, and wanted such modifications 
as would fill up our failing armies. He hoped 
that the pending bill would not be acted upon 
at this time, and moved its reference to the 
Committee of the Whole on the State of the 
Union. 

Mr. Schenck, in reply, said the Committee 
on Military Affairs would not report a repeal- 
ing bill. They, however, were assiduously 
engaged in considering amendments to make 
the act more effective, and offered a preamble 
setting forth the conscription law as oppress- 
ive, unjust, and unconstitutional, because it 
takes from the States the command of their 
militia, and a resolution instructing the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs to bring in a bill 
for the repeal of the act aud substitute some 
constitutional and just bill for the immediate 
filling up of our armies. 

Mr Stevens moved an adjournment of tho 
House. Carried. 

The House, in pursuance of the joint re:o- 
lution, adjourned until the 5th of January. 

Washington, Dec. 23. 

General McClellan's report was transmitted 
to the House to-day. It consists of 703 fools- 
cap page3, and is divided into four parts. He 
concludes as follows: I 3h.ill not nor can I 
forget that when I was ordered to the com- 
mand of the troops for the defence of tho 
Capital, the soldiers with whom I had shared 
zo much anxiety and pain and suffering, had 
not lost their confidence in me a3 their com- 
mander. They sprang to my call with all 
their vigor, discipline, and courage. I led 
them into Maryland fifteen days after they 
had fallen hack defeated before Washington, 
vanquished the enemy on the rugged heights 
of South Mountain, pursued him to the hard- 
fought field of Anlietam, and drove him, 
b-rokeu fciid dispirited, across the Potomac in*" 
Virginia. 

Ihc iiLuy had neeu oi rem after this series 
of battles end marches, with scarcely na in- 
terval of repose, which they had gone 
through from the time of leaving for the Pen- 
insula, the victory at South Mountain, and 
again at Antietam, and it wa3 not at all sur- 
prising that they were in a large degree des- 
titute of the absolute necessities to effective 
duty. Their shoes were worn out, blankets 
lost, and clothing in rags— in short, the army 
was unfit for active service, and an interval 
for rest and for equipment was necessary. 

When the slowly-forwarded supplies came 
to us, I had the army across the river removed, 
refreshed, and in good order and discipline, 
and followed the retreating force to a position 
where I was confident of a decisive victory. 
While in the midst of the movement, and 
while my advanced guard was actually in 
contact with the enemy, I was removed from 
command. I am devoutly thankful to God 
that my last campaign with this brave army 
was crowned with victory, which saved the 
nation from the greatest peril it had ever un- 
dergone. I have not accomplished my purpose 
if, by this report, the Army of the Potomac is 
not placed high on the roll of the history of 
the world. Its deeds will enable the nation 
to which it belongs to be always ready for 
battle, always firm, Bteadfast, and true. I 
never called on it in vain, nor will the nation 
ever have cause to attribute its want of suc- 
cess, under myself or any other commander, 
to any failure on the part of that noble body 
of American soldiers. No man can justly 
charge upon any portion of that army, from 
the commanding General to the private, any 
lack of devotion to the service of the United 
States Government, and to the cause of the 
Constitution and the Union they have shown 
their fidelity in much severe suffering, danger, 
6nd through the very shadow of death. 
Their comrades who have died on all the 
fields where they have fought, have scarcely 
more claim to the honor of a nation's rever- 
ence than the snivivors have to the justice of 
a nation's gratitude. 

The report covers the period from the 20th 
of July, 18G1, to November 7th, 1362. 

The Speaker of tho Hou3e has reappointed 
Representative Cox one of the Regents of the 
Smithsonian Institute, end Representatives 
Davis, of Maryland, and Patterson, of New 
Hampshire, also Regents in the places of Col- 
fax and Mcl'herson. 

The- following report has been receive! from 
General Averill: 
To Major- General Halleck: 

I have the honor to report that I cut the 
Yirginia and Tennesse Railroad at Salem on 
the 16th, and have arrived safely at this place 
with my command. At Silem, three depo's 
were destroyed, tontaining 2,000 barrels of 
flour, 10,000'bushels of wheat, 10,000 bushs;8 
of shelled corn, 50,000 buehels of oats, 2,000 
barrels of meat, several cords of leather, 1,000 
sacks of salt, 31 boxes of clothing, 20 bales of 
cotton, a large amount of harness, shoe3, sad- 
dles, equipments, oil, tar, and various othsr 
stores, and 100 wagons. The telegraph wires 
were cut, the water-station, turn-table, and 
three cars burned, the track torn up, and the 
rails heated and destroyed. 

A large quantity of bridge timber and re- 
pairing material was also destroyed. My 
march was retarded occasionally by "a tempo, t 
in the mountains, the icy roads, &c. I was 
obliged to swim my commasd, drawing the 
artillery with ropes across Cragg"s Creek, 
Eeven times in twenty-four hours. 

On my return, I found six separate com- 
mands, under , extending from Staunton 

to Newport, upon all available roads, to pre- 
vent my return. I captured a despatch from 
Gen. Jones to Gen. Early, giring me his po- 
sition and that of Jackson at Clifton Forge. 
I marched from the front of Jones to that of 
Jackson. 

At night bis outposts were pressed in at a 
gallop by the 8th Virginia mounted infantry, 
and two bridges over Jackson river served as 
a crossing. Although faggots had been piled 
ready to ignite, my column, about four miles 
long, hastened across, regardless of the ene- 
my, until all but my ambulances and a few 
wigons ar.d one regiment had passed, when a 
strODg effort was made to take the first bridge, 
in which they did not succeed. The ambu- 
lances, which contained some sick men, were 
lost, and. owing to the darkness and difficul- 
ties, the last regiment was detained on the 
opposite side until morning. 

The enemy seemed determined to maintain 
his position up the cliffs, which overlooked the 
bridge. I caused the bridge, which was long 
and high, to be destroyed. The enemy imme- 
diately changed position to the flank and rear 
of the detachment, which was cut off. I sent 
orders to a detachment to destroy the wagon?, 
and come to me across the river. 

They swam the river with the loss of four 
men drowned, and joined in the morning the 
forces of the enemy, which were concentrat- 
ing upon the Alleghenies by every available 
road. I crossed over the laps of the Alle- 
ghenies with my command, with the excep- 
tion of four caissons, which were destroyed. 
My less is 6 men drowned, 1 officer and 4 
men wounded, and 21 officers and 90 men 
misaiDg. 

We captured about two hundred prisoners, 
but retained but four officers and eighty men 
on account of their inability to walk. We 
also captured about one hundred and fifty 
horse3. The officers and men have suffered 
cold, hunger, and fatigue with remarkable 
fortitude. My command has marched, climbed, 
8 id, a&d swam three hundred and fifty-three 
miles since the 5th inst.

FURTHER HY THE STKAMER JURA. 

Portland, Dac. 23. 

The following is additional news by the 
Jura. Particulars of the fight: 

The choice of ground was won by Heanan. 
Exactly at l n o'clock on the morning of thf> 
10th inst. the men were discovered at the 
scratch. 

Round 1st — Heenancl03edin, grasping Kin* 
hy the neck, and giving birn an old-fashioned 
hug, until the referee entered and cautionei 
bim not to repeat ihe operation. 

Round 2d— King forced the fightiDg as soon 
as be came to the scratch. Heenan closed iu 
again, and, after hogging King far some time, 
threw him. In this round King drew the first 
blood, which was allowed. 

Round 3d — After hard exchanges Heenan 
again hugged Kicg and threw him on th-i 
rc pes with awful violence. All was now go- 
ing dead against King. Tho only thing ha 
had in his favor was first blood. 

Round 4th — King came up with a visible 
mouse under his left eye. Heenan again at- 
tempted the hugging game, which elicited 
lcud remarks of disapprobation. With this 
exception nothing particular occurred during 
this round. 

Round 5th — Both men came up smiling; 
King got in a tremendous blow on Heenan's 
tar and another on his temple; Heenan, ia 
despair, hugged Kicg, and threw him vio- 
lently. 

Round 6th — Both men pegged away at each 
other. The round finished by Heenan giving 
King another hug. 

Round 7th — More hammering, and Heenan 
again hugged and crosE-buttocked King 
dreadfully. During this round, King gave 
Heenan a rattler on the nose, drawing a stream 
of blood. 

Round 8ih — Rapid countering on both 
side-3. Ilccnan again bugged King at the 
close, but got thrown at tho close. 

Round 0th — King struck Heenan a tremen- 
dous blow on the head ; Heenan closed in upon 
him and threw him. 

Round 10th — King landed out severely with 
both fist3, closed in, and was thrown by 
Heenan. 

Round 11th — In this round Heenan began 
to tire. At the clcse, he rushed and threw 
King heavily. 

Round 12th — The same result. 

Round 13th and 14th— Ditto. 

Hound 15th — Some swinging blows were 
given on each side, when Heenan knocked 
Kirg down, clean into the corner. This was 
the first genuine knock-down of the fight. 

Round 16th — Heenan came to the scratch 
with a dreadful eye. A severe struggle took 
place during this round, neither side gaining 
any particular advantage. 

Round 17th — The excitement wa3 now so 
great that the ring regulations were disre- 
garded. KiDg's blows swelled Heenan's eyes 
and temples to a fearful extent, but he bore it 
manfully from this to the 24th and last round. 
Kicg went ahead at a perfect gallop. 

When time was called for the 25th round, 
the sponge was thrown up by the seconds ot 
Heenan. Heenan was dreadfully punished, 
and should never have been permitted to pass 
the 21st round. King presented no visible 
mtuks of punishment except a mouse on the 
eye. Bell's Life concludes its description of 
the fight in the following words: "A braver 
contest was never fought."

Halifax, Dec. 23. 

Her dates are two days later. Heenan's 
contusions were found to be very severe, but 
he bad no bones broken, and no internal in- 
juries.
